licemen Seemed Paralyzed. 


Two thousand pleasure-seekers at Garfield 
Park saw John Joyce drown in six feet of 
water yesterday. The operation took just 
about eight minutes, and during six of them 
little or nothing was done to save the man 
struggling in the water. 

Joyce, who was employed at the North- 
western Railway shops and lived with an 
uncie named Shay at Moreland, had gone to 
the park to spend the afternoon. At 40’clock 
he hired a boat and rowed about for half an 
hour. At the expiration of that time 
he started to return to the boat-land- 
ing, and just before reaching it suddenly 
rose to his feet, stepped on the gunwale of 
the boat, and the next moment pitched head- 
foremost into the water. As he rose strug- 


inches of a boat containing a young man and 
his girl. By stretching out his hand this 
young fellow could have saved the drowning 
man, but he seemed seized with a panic, and 
giving a few lusty strokes he reached the 
landing, dragged his girl out of the boat upon 
the shore, and ran away. 

Fifty people who saw Joyce go into the 
water shouted, and soon the shore of the 
lake was lined with people watching the 
struggle of the man as a hand or foot 


bubbied and boiled and eddied over the spot 
where he disappeared. The park police 
seemed paralyzed. Although there are 110 
boats for hire there, used by from 1,000 to 
5,000 people every Sunday, there are are no 
appliances for life-saving. Consequently the 
police and the attendants ran hither and 
thither shouting to each other and doing 
nothing. 

Finally out of the throng of people who 
stood fascinated by the sight three young 


men broke to the front. Securing a boat, 


them, named Marshall, living at No. 1084 
West Monroe street, dove in and located the 
body, which had now found a resting-place 
upon the bottom in a little over six feet of 
water. Marshall couldn’t raise it. Charies 
Camp of No. 407 West Jackson street went to 
his assistance. 

J can fetch him,“ said he, and he forth- 
with stripped off his clothing. 

In he went, head first. It seemed five min- 
utes before he reappeared, but when he came 
up he had hold of something heavy. Another 
young man named Ingalis jumped in, and 
with Camp and Marshall got the inanimate 
body of Joyce tothe boat landing. This was 
literally packed with people. The police 
made no attempt to clear a space where 
the body could be decently handled, 
but stood ound like sticks. A 
citizen took @ub or cane from one 
ofthem and beat back the struggling mass 


that threatened totrampie the body under- 


foot. There happened to be a doctor in the 
crowd. He got to work upon the body, 
which had been eight minutes under water. 
Soon Drs. Piper, Garrett, and Pashelle were 
hard at work. They tried artificial respira- 
tion for two hours anda half. They forced 
stimulants down the throat, and they tried 
galvanism, Finally they resorted to trache- 
otomy, but all their efforts were unavail‘ng, 
and atthe end of three hours they gave it 
up, and the body was taken away in one of 
the patrol-wagons. 

A friend of young Joyce who happened to 
be in the park identified him and also in- 
formed the officers that he was subject to 
epileptic fits, and it is quite possible that he 
was attacked with one of these while in the 
boat. To a great many of those who wit- 
nessed it the action seemed too deliberate 
for epilepsy, and they were inclined to the 
beliet that he went over deliberately. But, 
as there seems to be no good reason why he 
should try to commit suicide, it 1s altogether 
likely that the case was one of epilepsy. 

The inaction of the police in the case is se- 
verely criticised by every one who was a 
witness of the affair, and the result .may be 
the establishment of something in the shape 
ofa life-saving crew for the park. Where 
so many people use the boats it would cer- 
tainly seem as if something of the sort were 
needed, even if it were no more than to have 
a cool-headed, expert swimmer employed on 
the force that looks after the letting of the 
pleasure boats.

The husband ran down the narrow stairs 
and into the street in time to see a woman in 
a brown dress, a dirty green shawi, and an 
old-fashioned bonnet running up the street 
followed by a number of neighbors, first 
among them Benjamin McGee, who lives un- 
der the Dunns. At the corner of Twenty- 
third street she was overtaken by the crowd. 

“Give her a good hammering,” cried one. 
„She's been around this neighborhood for 
the iast four or five days. I’ve seen her 
walking up State street.“ 

“So have I,” said the mother of a golden- 
haired boy. She's been after my child, 
too. 

The crowd grew thicker and more indig- 
nant every moment. Men and women surged 
about the female with the green shawl, and 
tugged away at that article of apparel. She 
was hustled over to the patrol-box at the cor- 
ner of Twenty-second street, and was soon 


of age, unusually smart, and pretty. She 
has wavy golden hair, hazel eyes, a fair com- 
plexion, and a roguish look. She was a great 
pet, and was always foudled and carressed 
by neighbors. After the episode which so 
startled her mother she refused to go out, 
and even shrank from the friends who had 
so often carressed ner.

Then she 
leaned over and caught the child by the arm, 
and tried to pull her over; but the child 
clutched a rail tightly with the other hand 
and screamed. Quick as a flash she pulled 
off her shawl and threw it over the child’s 
head. Several neighbors who had watched 
the whole thimg rushed out to An- 
nie’s assistance. My wife had been 
standing at the side window, and when she 
saw the child struggling in the woman’s 
arms she screamed and I ran down. I 
caught her at the corner and sent for the 
wagon. The child is asleep now, and my 
wife is ill owing to te shock she received.” 

Alice Roach is a dissipated creature about 
30 years of age, who works about hotels. 
Lately she has been working at the Transit 
House, Town of Lake, and stopping 
with her sister, Susan Roach, at No. 
848 Wilson street. Last night she was 
booked on the charge of “attempted 
kidnaping.”

PARISH AND PASTOR FALL OUT. 


A Massachusetts Presbyterian Church 
Locked Against the Minister. 

Boston, Mass., June 8.—[Special. |—Ec- 
clesiastical troubles have been prominent in 
Newburyport for the last dozen years, but 
the most serious outbreak occurred today be- 
tween the officials of the Presbyterian Church 
and the pastor, the Rev. Theodore Beaizelly. 
The parish had voted not to employ him 
longer, and had ordered the church closed 
today. Mr. Beaizelly announced that he 
should preach in the building despite 
the notice, and the parish com- 
mittee had new locks put on the 
doors and Jan officer stationed to prevent 
any one entering. This morning quite a 
crowd collected. The representative of the 
pastor appeared on the scene and attempted 
to open the church. The officer in charge 
warned him to desist, whereupon he took 
the officer up and threw him over 
the fence. By this time acrowd of several 
hundred persons had gathered, and Mayor 
Titcomb ordered them to disperse.

Every thoughtful man,” he said, will ad- 
mit that in the life about us far too much of 
our best thoughts and energies are devoted to 
business, to the exclusion of the higher in- 
terests of life. It is right and commendable 
that we should pride ourselves on being good 
business-men, but haraly so if success 
be purchased at the sacrifice of 
our, manhood. ‘What surely doth it 
profit a man to gain the whole 
world and lose his own soul?’ It is well for 
us to stop occasionally to see how the ac- 
count between God the master and man the 
steward stands. Have the talents given to 
us by our Creator been increased under our 
stewaraship or have they been buried under 
the sordid earth of business to rust and de- 
cay? There will surely be a day of reckon- 
ing for each of us. 

We are too apt to make our business our 
religion and not religion our business. The 
church has a right to demand from the busi- 
ness-man a part of his time, a part of his 
thought, and a part of his money. Consid- 
ered simply from a standpoint of business, 
we are the debtors of the church. The ad- 
vantages which the church in past ages has 
bequeathed to us, the work that she is doing 
today, are all items to the credit for which 
we should be called upon to find an 
equivalent. The greatest obstacle to religion 
of the present day is the indifference of peo- 
ple of intelligence, who admit the benefits 
they have derived from Christianity yet re- 
frain from putting themselves on record. 

In priding ourselves on our practicability 
we are liable to fall into the error of allowing 
ourselves to become mere machines devoted 
to business. The young man of today has 
no time for study, no time for literature, art, 
or religion; his business demands his every 


ter for whom he will sacrifice health and all 
that makes age enjoyable and receive in ex- 
change a base recompense that will be vaiue- 
less and perish. The man of business is too 
aptto lose sight of that nobler man, with 
heart and intellect created in the image of 
God 


Wo criticise the church because its meth- 
ods ars unbusiness-like. But why are they 
so! Simply because business-men refuse to 
do their part. We satisfy our consciences by 
saying we are pretty good fellows and mean 
to do what is ‘about right.’ About 
right! What a shame. You would 
scorn the clerk in your employ Wf in 
answer to your query he should tell you your 
accounts were ‘about right,’ and that his 
books ‘about balanced.’ So must we in like 
manner look poor in the sight of God when 
we are satisfied with being ‘about right.’ 
The day will come when we must be just 
right. God will demand it. Better, then, to 
be every day as near right as possible, 
and not content ourselves until we have 
made our utmost endeavor to that end. 
Paying one’s pew rent does not suffice to bal- 
ance the account between the church and 
ourselves. There are obligations which 
money cannot discharge, and the church in 
the name of God demands such. There are 


some things which even money cannot. buy 
for example, the paramount necessity of the 


upright man—nhis character. How easy would 
be our work as stewards of God if every 
man did his part. But you say ‘I am 
not adapted to church work.’ No more are 
the workers. Still you can lend a hand, and 
you certainly ought to take some part in the 
work, be it ever so small. Think of the 
numbers in this city who live without ever 
thinking of religion, enjoying all the benefits 
it has conferred upon mankind but giving 
absolutely nothing in return; mere sponges, 
in fact. Happy, on the contrary, is the man 
who sees in his business but a means to an 
end and who bas the power to rise above it, 
to contemplate those eternal truths which 
shall endure forever.

At last signs of independence are shown. 
Yesterday animated discussion began on the 
tariff plank in the platform, and it was evi- 
dent that radical anti-protection measures 
would be resisted, if not rejected. John G. 
Priest, long the Democratic National Com- 
mitteeman from Missouri, was one of the 
outspoken persons on this subject. Said he 
to me: “If this convention undertakes to 
make doctrine for business-men it will meet 
with a rebuke. On a radical platform approach- 
ing to anything like free trade I say that they * 
can not carry the City of St. Louis, not to 
speak of other parts of the country where 
there are more manufactures. Our business- 


their manufactures. Not only must this con- 
vention respect the rights of such men, from 
whom they expect support, but we want no 
ruling out of Democrats here, on that ques- 
tion, such as Randall. Randall was a good 
enough Democrat for all the Democrats in 
this country for twenty-five years, and sud- 
denly we understand that he is to be de- 
stroyed.”’ 7 

“ What will suit you, Mr. Priest, for a tar- 
iff plank, and what business are you in!“ 

J am in the real-estate business, and it is 
as general a business as you can find. We 
are starting shops all over this city, being 300 
miles nearer the new West and the South- 
west than Chicago. The real-estate life of 
this city lies somewhat in promoting manu- 
factures. It is a mistake, too, to suppose 
that the country people want the manufact- 
uring interest destroyed. The more people 
we can collect in these cities as artisans, the 
more the surrounding farms take. value and 
enhance their market prospects. I say that 
the platform of 1884 is plenty good enough 
for this convention. The world has not 
changed so much that every Democrat in this 
land is called upon to accept every word of 
President Cleveland's harangues.”’ 

“Do you know the President!“ 

“Quite well, considering the fact that I 
was on the committee to take him around 
here, and for at least one day I was with him 
the greater part of the time. There is no 
man in this country so little understood as 
Cleveland. The general impression prevails 
that he is unsocial and not a politician. In 
my judgment he is the most politic man who 
has ever been President. His wife has the 
same quality. They are both intent upon 
victory and are electioneering. You may 
suppose that Cleveland does not watch little 
things which affect the public vote. I saw 
one instance when he was here of how acute 
he was not to disappoint the public. Of 
course I do not think that a President's going 
around as a show is of any influence 
when it comes to voting. People will run 
to see a band of music or a great man, 
and hence, whilst the President’s journey 
was in the light of electionecring, I do not 
believe it changed anybody’s vote. One time 
we drove back to the hotel for Mrs. Cleve- 
land to stop, and Cleveland wanted a drink. 
After he had taken a good drink and we 
came down-stairs to. get into the carriage, 
the horses were turned a certain way, and 
the President remarked: Isn't Fifth street 
down that way,’ pointing backward. Don't 
you remember that we are to go down Fifth 
street and out Ohve street. We must not 

disappoint the people.’ Now we did not know 
that Cleveland had any knowledge of the 
names of the streets, but he had evidently 
studied that matter out with regard to the 
procession, and he added: ‘We must keep 
our line.’ 

Ves,“ said Mr. Priest, he is a thrifty 
man in his policy. A reélection was what 
they were both intent upon. She is a clever 
woman and a wise one in his interests.“ 

Do you not then think that the Mills

„ Wmat is the Mills Tariff bill? There is 
nothing left of it that anybody can recognize. 
That dispute in Congress within the Demo-

I talked with several of the Maryland del- 
egation, and found some independence there, 
which I suspected, by the mischievous twin- 
kle in his eye, might nave Gorman’s support. 
He is one of the cleanest, brightest looking 
characters in this convention. There is 
something of Aaron Burr in his prime and 


| promise in Gorman’s countenance. He does 


not drink a drop and has always been tem- 
perate. His skin is clear, his raiment partic- 
ular, his nose strong, his hair fine, his smile 
a great talent in itself. He,is a clubable” 
man, and you generally find Gorman and his 
friends in favor of the same thing. 

Here is Henry G. Davis of West Virginia, 
formerly United States Senator, the father- 
in-law of Stephen Elkins, Mr. Blaine’s friend. 
Gorman, controlling the State of Maryland, 
has possession of the canal which the Davis- 
Elkins party have desired to possess and turn 
it into a railroad, as the canal loses money 
for the State every year, and its abandon- 
mentis merely a question of patience and 
time. Davis is one of the principal shouters 
for Thurman, and consequently Gorman is 
for Thurman, but not all the Marylanders 
talk the same way. 

One of them said to me: I defer to no 
maninmy admiration for Gorman. Politics 
with him is an easy science. There are not 
many men who can know almost everybody 
in the State of Maryland, high and low, and 
yet always maintain their dignity and be 
pleasing too. We have nobody in that delega- 
tion now who can get up and formulate 
our views and his like Gorman. But when 
he goes into the Thurman movement it seems 
to several of us a mistake. We want a young 
man to make tne ticket smart and lively. It 
is tolerably heavy at the other end, anyway. 
The President is a remarkable man, but 
somewhat solid. This ticket ought to have 
the flavor of youth about it and not too much 
seniority or solemnity. If they put the aged 
Thurman beside Cleveland it will be Sober- 
sides going along with Polonius.” 

„Well.“ said I, have you a favorit among 
the juniors who are named!“ 

No. I am in favor of the nomination of 
Melville Fuller of Chicago. He has drawn 
the fire of all the opposition press, and they 
all say he is a goodman. We might take 
them at their word and nominate him here. 
He bas got a great law practice, they say, 
which he must lay down to be Chief-Justice. 
Make bim Vice-President. His locality is 
first rate. He has no enemies; he is young.” 

The speaker was Mr. Faust, I think, from 
Baltimore. His suggestion of Fuller created 
some interest. 

Did you ever see Fuller?” said Mr. Smith 
of Hagerstown. 

Ot course I did, in the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention of 1876. He made the best 
speech that was made.“ 

„Well,“ said Mr. Smith and others, I 
had overlooked it. I did not know that I had 
ever seen him, though I was here in St. 
Louis. 

„Mes, the reason I remember him was the 
general inferiority of the speaking at the 
convention. Watterson, who was the Tem- 
porary Chairman, was nervous, and caught 
himself, and tailed to make the impression 
expected of him. McClernand, the Perma- 
nent Chairman, had to wake up those 
about. him. Therefore, when that little 
man Fuller, with the big head and 
bright eyes, made his address in elegant 
language, it made a great impression upon 
me. They have got him just far enough 
along towards the Chief Justiceshio to put 
him behind Cleveland for President. Nothing 
can be said against him, for the Republicans 
have given him a certificate of character. If 
Cleveland should flop over then you will have 
a President of the United States such as 
everybody can admire, with youth, legal 
reputation, enthusiasm, and scholarship.”’ 


The same gentleman made a curious sug- 
géstion about the Republican nomination. 
He said he did not believe that any of the 
persons now being discussed would get that 
nomination. Asked where he thought’ it 
would go, he said to Gov. Long of Massa- 
chusetts. Interrogated why he wanted Long, 
he said that he had heard Long speak several 
times in Congress and elsewhere, and that he 
was a finished man, and had not come for- 
ward too early to be destroyed. 


Among the queer little things about the 
combination was a defense of Blaine, made 
in the most earnest way, by Henry G. Vavis, 
aforesaid. Some of the Marvianders were 
referring to the old charges against Mr. 
Blaine’s financial integrity. Mr. Davis de- 
nied that Blaine was dishonest in any way. 
Some then said that Blaine had at least be- 
come rich enough without being a lawyer to 
build a great house in Washington City. 

“Gentlemen,” said Mr. Davis, “I ought 
not to say what I am going to tell, perhaps, 
but justice to a man assailed will be my 
apology. I loaned Mr. Blaine $40,000 to build 
bis house in Washington, for he haa so little 
money relative to the expense that he ran 
short, and would have been embarrassed to 
pay his builders. I got the money for him 
and loaned it to him.“ Nothing is in an argu- 
ment like a fact, and this fact nobody had 
ever heard before. 

“No,” said Mr. Davis, “I have had a 
pretty long connection now with Blaine. I 
consider him aman both of good heart and 
good principles; a man whom banks would 
trust and families like to entertain.“ 


A rather pleasing thing to me is the fine 
behavior of the Missourians from the other 
counties. Some of us had come here with 
the idea that there would be a rough gang at 
the convention from the southwestern parts, 
but as far as I have observed these Ken- 
tucky-derived Missourians, who are hand- 
some fellows in general, often with rich, 
dark eyes and brunet skins, are tractable 
mild people. I talked with one of them from 

about the western centre of the State, and 
Cleveland’s ancestry came up. I remarked 
that Cleveland had all the qualities of the 
regular Connecticut type as it had existed 
for the last 150 years, including steady habits, 
close attention to details, and a certain busi- 
ness rectitude. 

The Missourian, who had been little out of 
the State in the whole course of his life, said: 
Do you know that one of the benefits of the 
war was to teach us down here the finer qual- 
ities in those in the Yankee States? Before 
the war we thought they were all peddlers, 
and cared for nothing but to pick up a dollar 
as they went along and carry it back to Con- 
necticut. But our old Governor out here, Mr. 
Phelps, who recently died, was of that Con- 
necticut stock, like Gen. Lyon who was 
killed in Missouri. One of these men was in 
military life, and the other we sent to Con- 
= poe fe Faye: while, 

w mighty h ” said the Mi 
sourian, to find two a who could —.5 
trate fidelity, and bravery, and public spirit 
better than both of them. That is why 
we complain here that there are not enough 
New-Englanders. Before the War there 
was nobody much in this State to teach us 
how to organize, how to introduce corpora- 
tions, and to invent personal property for us. 
It was allfarming and stock-raising. Now 
we feel the influence of that strange element 
which has got in on the Kansas frontier, and 
is gradually streaming from the West, not 
from the East, into the towns and lands of 
Missouri. And that is one reason why Mis- 
sourl is perhaps the sincerest State in the 
Union in its admiration for Grover Cleve- 
land. We are giad to see the Democratic 
party Northernized. We think that if our 
region gets a little more like it is off there in 
New York and New England we shall have 
more variety and get more out of life.”

This paper was long published by William 
McKee, who, while conducting that end of 
the hyphen called the Globe, drew. upon the 
distillers for some of the deficit, and thus was 
brought within the pale of the law. His 
estate still owns a large portion of the paper, 
but the old man, who had led a previously 
honorable life, could not survive his punish- 
ment and exposure. He paid the full debt 
due his times and justice by descending into 
the grave. On the whole there is a pathetic 
memory of him left here. People now re- 
member McKee’s strength and virtues, and 
among other things you hear the Democrats 
say that when the Free-Soil party was in 
persoual danger here he did not hesitate to 
publish its organ, the Barn-Burner, and was 
one of the firm supporters of young Frank 
Blair. 


Joseph McCullagh, the editor of this paper, 
was lopg a celebrated correspondent at 
Washington and other points. I asked him 
why he was in favor of Gresham. Said he: 
In the first place, I knew him in the army. 
He had one of the finest fighting divisions at 
Vicksburg and foughtit grandly. He was 
always a gentleman and always had honor 
and kindness mixed up in him, and the prod- 
uct was bravery. He knows what the law 
is and has respect for it. He has not had too 
much to do with politics. I claim among oth- 
er persons the credit of having brought out 
Gresham.”’ 


As a filter through which rumors run, I am 
bound to say that here and there you hear a 
good opinion of Ben Harrison in this Demo- 
cratic convention. One of the delegates said 
to me but yesterday: ‘“‘ There ought not to be 
any hostility to Harrison because Gresham 
isa candidate. He was a candidate a good 
while before Gresham was brought out. 
There is a pretty good feeling to Harrison in 
Kentucky and Virginia. There are some 
conditions under which he might carry the 
State of Virginia. It is true Gresham 
came out of Virginia stock, but then 
the Harrisons are identified by everybody 
in Virginia as among their eminent people. 
If Ben Harrison were nominated the Demo- 
crats would be hard driven to get anything 
up against him. He is sometimes foolish in 
his personal manners and not sufficiently at- 
tentive to those who want to admirehim. He 
is probably not as much of a gentleman in all 
respects as Gresham; but he was as good a 
soldier, is a fine lawyer, and was a satis- 
factory Senator. The Democrats in Indiana 
respected him when he. made his campaign 
for Governor, for he made it on high ground, 
not descending to little things.”’ 


At the commencement of this convention, 
when there were comparatively few persons 
here, William L. Scott of Erie, Pa., the new 
political master in the State, was much 
looked at and inquired for. But, either from 
imdustrial policy at home or apprehensions 
about the next campaign, Mr. Scott seems to 
be arguing here that the Mills bill has no 
business in the platform of the party. I 
stopped at Erie, Pa., on my way West to 
glean some information about Mr. Scott, 
who, I supposed, would be the Chairman of 
the Democratic National Committee. He 
wasn’t.as unpopular as I had supposed among 
his townsmen. He has been a little feared in 
the past on account of his strong influence in 
all the transportation companies in that part 
of the country. His enemies make two points 
against him mainly, or only: First, that he 
acquired his great start in life by surrender- 
ing the Erie & Pittsburg Railroad to the 
Pennsylvania corporation after Dean Rich- 
mond had made large advances of money to 
build it as a feeder to the New York Central, 
of which Richmond was President, and to 
break up the monopoly of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad at Pittsburg, which was so com- 
plete for years that the citizens were on the 
point of a violent®utbreak. The Erie people 
say that Scott obtained a rebate on the coal 
he carried from that day to this between 
the Youghiogheny region and the lakes. 
It seems that his coal goes out 
at Erie and Ashtabula, and is thence 
shipped to all the railroad points both 
of Canada and the United States.—I was 
told that for a considerable time Scott's in- 
come on this coal alone was $75,000 a month. 
Hence the Erie people argue that with this 
advantage, accepted for so many years, Mr. 
Scott has no business to be making plat- 
forms about trusts and inequalities of fort- 
une, considering that according to one no- 
tion he gets a rebate of $1 a ton on his coal. 
it is not necessary for all these figures to be 
exact in order to sustain the general imputa- 
tion. 

The other point made in Erie against Scott 

is that he has the most extraordinary genius 
for intrigue ever known in a native Amer- 
ican. His way of setting up something yon- 
der to effect something here—to govern by 
indirection—keeps his Republican neighbors 
in constant alarm as to what he is going to 
spring on them next. He began by taking 
advantage of a bit of jealousy in the Repub- 
hean party, which had a majority of 4,000 in 
the district, consisting of some three coun- 
ties—Erie, Venango, and Crawford. Each 
of these counties lays ciaim to the Con- 
gressmanship in turn, and it is usual 
when one has been an acceptable mem- 
ber to let him have a second term. Scott. 
it is believed; though nobody can prove 
it, secured some votes in the Republican 
nominating convention to nominate a Capt. 
Mackey over the Congressman who had just 
had his one term and was sure of his second. 
Thereupon the defeated man came home and 
some silent influence raised around him what 
was called the Peopie’s party. Mr. Scott was 
nominated as an independent gentieman, and 
the transparencies ran Blaine and Scott.” 
This ought to have been the origin of the ex- 
pression Great Scott,“ for ever since that 
time Mr. Scott has seen no merit in Mr. 
Blaine. He was elected by a few hundred 
— gion and the Republicans haven’t vet 
fully seen how it was done, but they are sure 
Bill Scott did it through his Machiavelian 
nature. 

The next time Mr. Scott ran in on the oleo- 
margarine business. He announced himself 
us the toe of butchers’ butter and the friend 
of the farmer. He flooded the district with 
publications from his newspaper office, for he 
has a newspaper with good appointments 
and in solventform. The farmers this time 
replaced the votes he had lost among the 
manufacturers and shippers, who were 
afraid of him in the former election, and 
now, when it is manifest that Scott ought to 
be beaten by 4,000 votes, some strange move- 
ments are going on concerning the Repub- 
lican nomination which alarm the Repub- 
licans again. A rich man has unexpectedly 
come out in favor of the nomination, and heis 
a partner or associate of one of Scott's busi- 
ness coadjutors. A feeling of treason is in the 
air. Notwithstanding this the Republicans 
said that Scott was a remarkable man, and 
his wife is spoken of by everybody as a most 
admirable woman with a painful shyness for 
society. If yousee Scott herein the conven- 
tion youare rather disappointed. He hasthe 
look of a Wall street boomer, with some kind 
of brown loud business suit, a round derby 
hat, and not an vexpression of countenance 
which is engaging. He is always in a hurry 
or in a disappointment it would appear. His 
food and oxygen do not seem to assimilate 
in him well. He is rather cordial, and 
the newspaper boys say that while he 
can tell them next to nothing he 
18 snappish. Stall i nature 
is not always polite. What he had 
to say about Thurman is talked over with 
blankness among the listeners. They say he 
said that he wanted Mr. Thurman if he 
should not live three months or six months. 
This way of using an old man for a purely 
political end, and with no feeling whatever 
about it, does not su conventions this year 
as much as in the bitterer years.

Sensibilities are being felt and suppressed 
here, and I would not be surprised if within 
twenty-four hours some of these heroes 
might give one a genuine interview with no 
eulogies in it. Henry Watterson remarked, 
when I told him that the moderate tariff 
people were beginning to scream, that the 
platform of 1884 might be better than some 
other things. I asked him how the New

„However,“ said Watterson, everybody 
loves old J udge Thurman, and that is what 
Lam afraid is going to lead this convention 
into a mistake. They mistake their affecuon 
for an act of wisdom.” 


Here and there you find in the convention 
a rather lonesome free trader seeking some- 
body who will go over the harmonies of his 
economies with him. But intellectual dis- 
cussions here are not as popular as the bar, 
though I must say that up to this time tem- 
perance has been general and Saturday 
night punctually at 12 o’clock, as if there 
was some police Captain around here who 
meant business, it was an effectual closing 
up—for I sawan attempt made at a drug 
store to get a drink after 12 o’clock on plea 
of sickness, and it wasa dead failure.

Watterson remarked on the temperance 
question that in some parts of the South it 
had threatened growth; said he: You 
will probably never get in the 
Northern States as much of an incentive 
to prohibition as they have in the South. 
There the whole production and subsistence 
depends upon the negro labor and liquor is 
the demoralizer of that labor. Unscrupulous 
tellows set up bars in the little villages and 
at the cross roads and the negroes are there 
at night drinking and whooping. Now pro- 
hibition would shut up the saloon, but let the 
householder keep his barrel of whisky.

It has been supposed that all was peace in 
the camp, and that Cleveland and tariff re- 
form would be taken up as the war with- 
out a dissenting voice. But it now appears 
that there is to be a contest over the plat- 
form, little less better than that which made 
things so lively for a time at Chicago four 


years ago. 
At a conference of some of the leaders 


held late last night, Senator Gorman with- 


drew as an aspirant for the Temporary 
Chairmanship. This withdrawal means 
the selection of lLieut.-Gov. White, of 
California, leaving the Permanent Chair- 
manship for Patrick Collins, providing he 


can win it away from Henry Watterson. But 


Senator Gorman did not abandon that ambi- 
tion solely through modesty ora spirit of 
self-denial. He has other fish in mind—noth- 
ing less than the Chairmanship of the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions. 

Chairman Barnum, Secretary Whitney, 
Senator Gorman, F. O. Prince, Committee- 
men Armstrong of Ohio, Tarpey of Califor- 
nia, and three prominent members of the 
high-tariff wing of the party want a tariff 
plank in the National platform which shall 
be a substantial reaffirmation of the 
tariff plank of 1884, which was not 
quite up to the mark favored by 
the advanced tariff-reformers. Barnum, 
Gorman, and the Payne element iu Ohio do 
not want to go so tar in the direction of tariff 
reform as to give an unqualified indorsement 
of the President’s message, and Gorman 
is put forth as the candidate of the protec- 


tionists. 


When Commissioner Morrison, Editor Wat- 


terson, ana Congressman Scott heard of this 
program of the pig-iron people they put their 
heads together and are now formulating a 
pian of their own. Watterson says the 
West, Southwest, and South will listen to 
nothing less than a strong tariff-reform 
plank along the lines laid down in the Presi- 
dent’s message. There does not seem to be 
any chance for the protectionists to carry 
their point. 

The reformers outnumbered the high tar- 
iff men five to one. The argument of the 
minority is that if the platform be made to 
go any further in the direction of low tariff 
or free trade than the plank of 1884 it would 
endanger Democratic success in New York, 
Indiana, and New Jersey. Thus it is the old 
struggle over again, a high tariff minority 
trying tofrighten a tariff reform majority 
into the adoption of a straddling tariff plank. 
Morrison and Watterson say their people 
are in control of the convention, and that 
they donot by any means intend to see the 
party beaten back from the position which 
it has taken. 

The tariff reform leaders have not yet se- 
lected their candidate for Chairman of the 
Committee on Resolutions, but there is talk 
of withdrawing Watterson from the contest 
for Chairman of the convention and putting 
him forward to write the platform. 

Scott of Pennsylvania, Morrison, Gorman, 
Davis of West Virginia, and Watterson have 
spent the evening with Mr. Barnum in his 
room discussing the tariff plank to be in- 
serted in the platform. Gorman and Barnum 
insisted upon the plank of 1884 and made the 
same arguments in its favor as they proposed 
last night. Mr. Morrison and Congressman 
Scott strenuously demanded a more specific 
indorsement of the Administration, and 
would listen to nothing less pronounced than 
a ratification of the m No decision 
was reached, although the matter received 
four hours of discussion. 


THEY ARE AFRAID OF GRESHAM, 


Argument of the Indiana Democrats in 
Behalf of Gray. 

Sr. Lovuts, Mo., June 3.—[Special.]—The 
Thurman boom has not prospered so well to- 
day. Gov. Gray’s friends are making a vig- 
orous fight, are well organized, and seem to 
have all the argument—all the politics—on 
their side. They have an executive commit- 
tee composed of Charles Jewett, S. P. Sher- 
rin, Judge Holman, United States Marshal 
Hawkins, James Murdoch, Gil Shanklin, and 
Senator McCullough. These men are work- 
ing on a systematic plan, and are meeting 
with some success in their efforts to stay the 
Thurman tide. J gee 

At 11 o’clock this morning they met the 
California, Oregon, and Nevada delegates in 
conference at the headquarters of the Pacific 
coast delegations. The far Westerners all 
wear red bandanas and are enthusiastic for 
Thurman. At the same time they were will- 
ing to listen to Gray’s friends and accorded 
them a careful hearing. Nearly all of the 
coast delegates Were present when the In- 
diana workers filed in past the baskets of 
cherries and cases of wine. C81. Matson 
made the principal speech for Gray and 
a good speech it was, so the Hoosiers 
thought. Even the 
plauded it at times. His argument fol- 
lowed the general lines which the 
Gray boomers have adopted. Col. Matson 
gave especial emphasis to the declaration 
that the Electoral votes of Indiana were vital 
to Democratic success, and that if the Re- 
publicans made a certain nomination which 
now seems imminent (meaning that of Judge 
Gresham) Indiana would probably be lost to 
the Democrats unless Gov. Gray were put on 
the ticket along with Cleveland. Col. Mat- 
son spoke of the German vote that Gov. Gray 
could get, and at least intimated that if Gray 
were not nominated, and Judge Gresham 
should become the Republican nominee, the 
large vote of the Germans in Indiana would 
not be cast for Cleveland. Chairman Jewett, 
Judge Holman, and Charles G. Offutt also 
addressed the Californians, who sat patiently 
listening with their red bandanas on their 
breasts. 

No action was taken by the Pacific coast 
men, and it was not intended they should 
take any at today’s meeting. Tne delegation 
is called to meet at 11 v’clock tomorrow morn- 
ing, when the Gray-Thurman question may 
come up, though the coast people declare 
they have notheard of any break in their 
ranks, despite the ratner vigorous bombard- 
ment by the Gray forces. The Californians 
are full of an amazing sort of confidence in 
their ability to carry the Pacific coast for 
Thurman. After Gray’s champions had left 
the room a groupof coast delegates began 
talking over the situation. 

„U tell you how it is,” said one. With 
the Administration against us in 1880 we car- 
ried California for Hancock on the Morey 
letter, and if the Republicans put up some 
man unsatisfactory to our people—some man 
who voted against one of the Chinese bills— 
we can carry California for Cleveland, par- 
ticularly with Thurman on the ticket.“ ; 

“Yes,” spoke Delegate Mooney of Neva- 
da, we can carry California, Nevada, and 
Oregon. Thurman is loved by everybody on 
the coast. He was like Blaine—one of the 
original anti-Chinese men in the Senate. He 
was with us on that question way back yon- 
der and we have never forgotten him for it.

ANDREW CARNEGIE EXPLAINS WHY 
BLAINE DECLINED. 


The Plumed Knight Had Neither Doubt 


of Victory Nor Fear of His Health 
Senator Ingalls’ Position Before the 
People of His State—How the National 
Prohibitionists Were Taken In on the 
Tariff—General Political News.

Lonpon, June 3.— Mr. Andrew Carnegie 
and his traveling party arrived here Friday 
evening. He received me at his hotel, and 
discussed his plans for the summer, already 
known at home, with enthusiasm. There 
seemed to be only one cloud in his horizon 
the political position of his friend Blaine. 
“ Ah,” he said, shaking his heaa sorrowful- 
ly, it's too bad. I hear that Mr. Blaine has 
written a letter to Whitelaw Reid, reiterat- 
ing his refusal.” Having been shown a copy 
of it, Mr. Carnegie continued: “I was 
afraid of it. In fact, a private ‘etter which I 
received from Mr. Blaine before I left, left 
little doubt as to the course he would pursue. 
Now that he has made public his determina- 
tion, I have no hesitation in saying that I re- 
gret it deeply. I will even go further and 
say that Mr. Blaine has in this made a great 
mistake. It was right and proper for him to 
write tne Florence letter. it was doing what 
was highly honorable as r is his party at 
that time. He substantially said to the Re- 
publican party: ‘Gentlemen, I led the Re- 
publican army in the campaign of 1884, and 
was defeated. Now I step aside, so vou can 
choose anotner commander and I will fight 
the next campaign under him.’ far, 80 
good, but since then the Republican party 
ave replied to him as they had the right, 
and shown Mr. Blame in an unmistakable 
way that they want no one else.

Blaine had written a second letter of declina- 
tion, Elkins at the last moment protested 
against making that document public, and 
received from Mr. Biaine the reply; Pub- 
lish it.” This command obeyed, Eikins at 
once claimed to hoid letters testamentary on 
Blaine's political estate, and announced the 
conditions under which he would transfer 
the support of the Blaine men to another 
candidate. In the first place, it is to be“ the 
field against Gresham,” and no candidate 
will be named who will not declare in ad- 
vance to Elkins that he wants a twelve-story 
tariff, although the National Convention 
may only declare for one eight or ten stories 
high. Moreover, no candidate is to be 
thought of who is likely to win back the Re- 
publican Independents, including the Ger- 
mans, and Elkins demands a leader who will 

repel such support. Plainly if 
there is a way around the diton Elkins is 
determined to avoid it. 

The Elkins proposition is that no man 
shall be nominated who can get more votes 
in the doubtful States than Blaine did in 
1884. Any policies that will improve on 
those of Elkins in that campaign or assure a 
better result than his management secured 
are to be rejected. Otherwise. how could 
there be any talk of “the field” against 
Gresham or any other candidate? Is Repub- 
lican victory so certain that there may be a 
combination of the weaker candidates 
against the candidate who by the sugges- 
tion of such a combine is confessed to be the 
strongest? If there be a candidate so strong 
that he can be beaten only by combining 
“the field” against him, is he not preém- 
inently the leader needea by a minority 
party out of power and with victory assured 
only in case it selects its strongest man? 
Why should it be an objection to a candidate 
that he is likely to win back disaffected and 
dissident Republicans who refused to sup- 
port the Republican ticket in 18841 Can any 
candidate be elected who will not secure 
more votes than Blaine did? What better 
recommendation for a candidate than that 
he will win back strayed-away voters and 
recruit the party strength? Whatever his 
personal views, the candidate must stand 
squarely on the platform or else refuse the 
nomination. But according to Elkins the 
candidate must reject the platform made by 
the Republican party by making one for 
himself in anticipation, and he must also re- 
pel the support of any man who did not vote 
for Blaine in 1884. In other words, this 
blind leader and cronic ditch hunter is de- 
termined to secure a candidate who cannot 
be elected. 


AN EXAMPLE FOR CHICAGO ALDERMEN 

The following dispatch which recentiy ap- 
peared in Tue TripuNz must have special in- 
terest for the Chicago City Council: 


St, Louis, Mo., May 31.—The Bell Telephone 
Company was a defendant this morning in a case 
in the police court for violating the orcinance 
prohibiting telephone companies from charging 
more than $50 a year for use of an instrument. 
Judge Cady held that the ordinance was legal 
and all right, and fined the telephone company 


Some of our Aldermen, and a large number 
of citizens who are not Aldermen, have com- 
plained that the telephone charges in this 
city of $100 to $125 per instrument per an- 
num are exorbitant, and various schemes 
have been proposed to compel the telephone 
company to reduce its charges and to con- 
tribute some portion of the immensé revenue 
derived from its franchise to the municipal 
treasury. Nothing has come of these propo- 
sitions, however. A proposition on the part 
of the company to pay a license fee of $5 per 
instrument has been refused, but no effort 
has been made to collect a larger fee or 
to pass an ordinance for that purpese. 
The telephone monopoly goes on collect- 
3 $13 per instrument 
and keeps the $5 per instrument proposed as 
a license fee to swell the dividends of the 
watered-stock coupon-clippers interested 
therein. The city could advantageously use 
the revenue that would be derived from the 
licengg fee, but evidently & majority of the 
Council is more solicitous for the interests 
of the’ watered-stock coupon-clippers. And 
the only effort supposed to tend in the direc. 
tion of reduced telephone charges that has 
been made is the passage of an ordinance 
giving a new telephone company a franchise 
do operate in competition with the old one. 
This new company seems to have been a

The proper thing for the Council to do, 


passed by the St. Louis Council—and whose 
validity is sustained by the courts of Mis- 
souri—fixing the maximum fee at the St. 
Louis price ($50), or some other figure that 
will be fair to the telephone company and 
the people. The Chicago Council has larger 
powers in this respect than the St. Louis 
Council had, for the operating company here 
is now doing business without a franchise. 
The one originally granted was abrogated by 
a transfer of ownership and a change of 
name. The monopoly is therefore in the full 
power of the Council. Something surely 
ought to be done in the interest of the city 
and for the protection of the patrons of the 
telephone against exorbitant charges. If $50 
per instrument is a fair price for telephone 
service in St. Louis it ought to be a fair price 
for similar service in Chicago.

THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 

There are few points of special interest in 
the financial or commercial situation, and 
the closest study would fail to discover forces 
that are carrying affairs strongly in either 
direction. Many men see in the poor pros- 
pects of the winter-wheat crop, the large ag- 
gregate of mortgages on the farms of the 
West, and the decline in the value of lands 
in certain parts of the country the makings 
of a long period of depression and bankrupt- 
cy, but their forebodings will probably not 
be fulfilled. The best guide is experience, 
and there have been times in the last five 
years when the prospects of the farmers 
were much less encouraging than they are 
now. If it had been known in 1883 that 
wheat would for years sell far be 
low a dollar a bushel a large pro- 
portion of the people would have felt 
hke abandoning this partof the country. Yet 
we have lived through it all, and are much 
richer than when wheat was selling above a 
dollar. The gradual decline in railroad rates, 
the cheapening of the prices of nearly all ar- 
ticles of consumption, and the influx of capi- 


high level of prosperity. In spite of the mod- 
eration of the spring trade of 1888 there is 
every reason for the greatest confidence in 
the future of business in the West. The 
sales of Chicago houses increase year by 
year, and any particular period is “dull,” 
more because it disappoints extravagant ex- 
pectations than by comparison with the vol- 
ume of traffic in preceding years. Lands in 
Kansas and Nebraska are more valuabie for 
farming purposes today than they ever were 
before. This is not saying, however, that 
they are wanted to build cities on. 

Just at the present time those markets 
which reflect the mood of the country are 
quiet. Few people other than professional 
speculators pay any attention to the stock 
Ust, and the market looks tired. If the 
proper conditions make their appearance, 
however, it wouid take but a little time to 
entirely transform the situation, and people 
who tamper with the stock list haa better 
make a note of this fact. Prices have been 
declining for some time. Judged from an in- 
vestment standpoint many of them are still 
too high, butinvestment principles do not 
always rule in the stock market. There is 
now an unusually strong foreign eiement in 
Wall street. Allusion has already tes made 
tothe sale of the Reading and itimore 
& Ohio bonds in London. It is now be- 
lieved that a Canadian Pacific Railroad loan 
amounting to $12,000,000 has been as good as 
placed in London. All these transactſqns 
will in due time make a large quantity of 
sterling exchange, or in other words will 
transfer handsome amounts of money from 
England to the United States. Already the 
exports of gold have been stopped. The few 
millions that have been shipped this year are 
of small consequence. This country exports 
more or less every spring and summer. If in 
addition to these financial transactions the 
crop reports should become favorable soon 
the bull party in the street would have an 
important vantage ground, which they 
would not failto use. The bad features of 
the situation seem to have been pretty fully 
discounted. 

As to the immediate money market it is 
growing easier in spite of a decrease of 
$2,500,000 in the surplus reserve of the New 
York banks last week, which was due to the 
exports of specie. The Government made no 
important purchases of bonds, but it is safe 
to predict that the Secretary of the Treasury 
will make all the purchases necessary to keep 
the rates for money down. London has 
gained specie at the expense of the Conti- 
nent, and the Bank of England's proportion 
of reserve to liability has risen to about 40 
per cent. 

The condition of the merchandise markets 
has not changed materially. Caution and 
moderation prevail everywhere The metals 
are sluggish, wool is dull, and the distribu- 
tion of dry goods is on a restricted scale. 
There is, however, nowhere any consider- 
able recession of prices. An interesting in- 
cident in New York was a trade sale of flan- 
nels at which 6,000 packages were sold for 
$1,250,000 in less than four hours, but the 
prices were 74g per cent lower than were 
realized at a similar sale in 1887. In the dull 
times of 1878’79 such sales were frequent, 
butof late they have not often been con- 
sidered either necessary or desirable. This 
auction is not, however, to be considered 
evidence of an overstocked market. The 
points in the markets for agricultural prod- 
ucts that are attracting most attention are of 
a speculative character, and not ultimately 
of great importance to the country, put we 
have had comparatively high prices long 
enough now to demonstrate that there is 
more than one side to the wheat market. It 
can no longer be said that all one needs to do 
tomake money isto geton the short side 
and stay there. No further labor troubles 
have developed, but there isa likelihood of 
strikes during the summer, as the producers 
and manipulators of iron are curtailing ex- 
penses, and will no doubt make further re- 
ductions in wages. 


MORE OF THE ‘ ABUSING-BLAINE” ROT. 

For some strange reason Committeeman 
Clarkson’s paper, the Des Moines Register, has 
surrendered its columns to a space-writing 
Bohemian in New York who acts for the 
Elkins bureau and emits intelligence 
strictly in accordance with instructions. The 
attempts of this irresponsible scribbler to en- 
lighten the people of Iowa about ‘political 
sentiment here in the West are decidedly 
amusing, especially when he attempts to bam- 
boozle them with dgelarations that “ the 
Gresham movement has collapsed,” and 
“Gresham has only fourteen delegates out of 
the forty-four in Illinois, and other like 
specimens of crude and awkward lying. 
The people of lowa know something about the 
sentiment in the neighboring States here in 
the West, and the stuff spurted from the 
Steve Elkins bureau in New York through 
the Des Moines Register can only offend their 
intelligence. Take, for instance, the following 
chatter about the alleged “abuse of Blaine“ 
by friends of Judge Gresham and others: 


The drift of things in the last month h - 
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It is nonsense to talk about Republicans 
“Abusing Blaine.” There has been a great 
deal of free, candid, and perfectly proper 
discussion as to Mr. Blaine’s availability as a 
candidate when he had peremptorily declined 
to be one, but nothing that savors of 
abuse“ in the slightest degree. But the 
most singular part of it is that the Aagister 
itself was the most outspoken of all the Re- 
publican papers against running Blame after 
he bad published his Florence letter. It 
pointed out over and again that it would be 
madness to do it—almost perfidy to the other 
candidates to allow his name to come before 
the convention. Judge Gresham’s friends 
have not complained of any fair discussion of 
his availability. They have not even com- 
plained about the revival of the old, lying 
charges that the Judge was alleged to have 
made a school-house speech a third of a cen- 
tury ago “‘abusing the Germans” and favor- 
ing restriction of immigration. On the con- 
trary, they recognize that all such charges 
must be explained and cleared up, and that 
the time to meet them is before the convention 
assembles, instead of leaving them for the use 
of the Democracy late in the campaign 
in case the Judge should be nominated. 
Nor when it was alleged that Gresham would 
be a weak candidate because Jay Gould and 
others like him would not contribute to, his 
campaign fund, but would subscribe big 
money to beat him, did the Judge’s friends 
raise the cry ot abuse.“ Instead they en- 
deavored to give good and sufficient reason 
why Gould’s opposition or money was not to 
be feared. 

Fortunately this has been a decent ante- 
convention campaign, and there has been 
nothing like personal abuse of any of the 
candidates in any quarter, except what the 
Elkins and Harrison bureaus are putting 
forth. Their public records, their relations 
with voters of any class, and anything in 
their careers that would attract or repel 
support are now legitimate subjects of 
inquiry. 


CONNECTING THE NORTH AND SOUTH 
: DIVISIONS. 

An effort should be made at the meeting of 
the Council this evening to procure the pas- 
sage of an ordinance for widening the road- 
way of Michigan avenue, between Randolph 
street and the river and between Washing- 
ton and Adams streets, by reducing the un- 
necessary width of the sidewalk on both 
sides of that thoroughfare several feet. The 
part of the street between Randolph and 
Rush street bridge is fully twenty feet nar- 
rower than that portion of the street south 
of Randolph to Washington street. The 
sidewalks are from fourteen to fifteen feet 
and encroach on the narrow roadway un- 
necessarily. As was pointed out in 
THe Trisune a few days ago this 
street is the main connecting roadway, 
or rather was intended for the main connect- 
ing roadway, between the residence section 
of the North and South Divisions; also be- 
tween the South Park system and Lincoln 
Park. It ought, under the circumstances, 
afford something like adequate carriage- 
way. Rush street bridge, which is the only 
north-and-south bridge not occupied by 
Yerkes’ street-car tracks, ought to be easily 
accessible by means of Michigan avenue to 
South and West Side people who want to go 
in carriages and wagons to the North Side 
for business or pleasure. And for sim- 
ilar reasons the avenue between the 
points indicated ought be made an easy and 
convenient and direct approach to the Seuth 
Side residence streets and the boulevards 
from the North Sidg, 

In its present condition the portion of the 
street north of Randolph street to the bridge 
can hardly be considered a thoroughfare at 
all. It is blocked up most of the time 
with heavy merchandise trucks and wag- 
ons backed up to the sidewalks. The 
poles. of the wagons and the noses of 
the horses meet across the street. A car- 
riage or light wagon passes along at imminent 
risk of the occupants and their vehicle. 
The sidewalks during the business hours of 
the day are crossed with loading-planks or 
crowded with crates of merchandise, barrels, 
boxes, bars of iron, etc., and are impassabie 
to pedestrians. The street is little more than 
a business alley. 

And yet it could be made the easy, direct, 
and convenient thoroughfare which it was 
intended to be by widening the roadway 
at the expense of the superfluous width 
of sidewalk. If six feet is taken from the 
width of the walk it will leave nine feet, 
which will be ample for its uses. The twelve 
feet which will thus be added to the roadway 
(six feet on each side) will be sufficient for 
vehicles to pass back and forth easily and 
safely. The reduction of the sidewalks will 
not interfere with business, and they are 
but little used by pedestrians on account of 
the impediments across them as above de- 
scribed. 

The street is being torn up preparatory to 
repavement. Now is the proper time to un- 
dertake the widening. It would not be wise 
to waitforanew assessment. The only ad- 
ditional inconvenience the widening would 
cause to business-men would arise from set- 
ting back the area walls. This could be 
done without material interruption to busi- 
ness by propping up the sidewalks during 
the progress of the work. The after advan- 
tages would compensate for any temporary 
inconvenience. 

The sidewalks between Washington and 
Adams ought also to be set back to the hne 
of the boulevard sidewalk south of Jackson 
street. Michigan avenue, between the points 
indicated, is now occupied with the double 
tracks of the Yerkes-Weeks loop line. The 
roadway for carriages and wagons therefore 
is quite limited. It can be increased from 
fifteen to twenty feet without inconvenience 
to anybody. The widening will improve the 
appearance of the street and enhance the 
value of the property fronting thereon. 

The Aldermen of the First, Second, Third, 
Fourth, Twenty-first, Twenty-second, and 
Twenty-fourth Wards are especially inter- 
ested in this improvement, Their con- 
stituents desire it. It is, however, an im- 
provement in which all parts of the 
city are interested. The proposed widened 
roadway would not only become the connect- 
ing link between the park systems north 
and south, but between the north and south 
and the west and north residence sections, 
When the new Auditorium Building 1s com- 
pleted and becomes the chief amusement 
centre and public meeting place of the city 
the necessity for this improvement will be 
more freely acknowledged than even at the 
present. The Aldermen of the wards es-

It will be seen by the above, too, that over 
$5,000,000 of the appropriation was for educa- 
tion, charity, and for the support of the State 
judiciary. The increase in the appropriations for 
charities as compared with previous years was 
to cover the cost of completing the Soldiers’ 
Home at Quincy; also for the Asylum for the 
Blind. The latter project was urged chiefly by 
Chicago Democrats, in conjunction with the 
Labor members from this section.

It Looks Like Gresham. 

Atlanta Constitution (Dem.): Every change in 
thé situation of affairs in the Republican party 
points more directly to the nomination of Gen. 
Gresham at the Chicago Convention. With Mr. 
Blame positively out of the race, as it now seems 
certain that he is, Gen. Gresham’s chances are 
brighter than ever, and the developments of 
each day make him stronger before his party. 

The foremost candidates are now Gen. Gresh- 
am, John Sherman, and Mr. Depew, though of 
these only Mr. Sherman can be termed a can- 
didate in the proper sense of the word.

He is probably the 
strongest Republican that could be nomi- 
nated, and his following, in the doubtful 
States particularly, is what has brought 
forward his name so prominently in connection 
with the nomination. Should he be selected the 
choice would appeal to the independent vote, 
with which he is stronger than any other Repub- 
lican. His friends claim that he can carry In- 
diana easily, and that his popularity in New 
York, New Jersey, and Connecticut gives him a 
better chance in these States than any other Re- 
publican. His claims are being vigorously 
pressed, and there is no doubt but that he is the 
favorit at present. 

Mr. Depew, while not actively in the race, may 
figure more conspicuously than the friends of 
any of the other candidates are willing to admit. 
He has developed a strong following in New 
York and other States in that section, and, while 
he insists that he is not a candidate, there is 
scarcely a doubt but that he is keeping a close 
eye on the progress of things. If Gresham is 
nominated it is not at all improbahle that Depew 
will be chosen for second place, in which event 
the ticket would by no means be a weak one.

COERCING THE EMPEROR. 


Bismarck and Puttkamer Are Still Ob- 
. durate. 
SPECIAL CABLE DISPATCH TO THE TRIBUNE. 
[ Copyright, 1988, by James Gordon Bennett.) 

Bxnlix, June 3.—Herr von Puttkamer has 
not yet sent in his report in reply to the Em- 
peror’s letter insisting upon the perfect 
freedom ofthe elecnons, as a condition for 
prolonging the legislative period of the Prus- 
sian Diet from three to five years, and it is 
stated that the Emperor will not allow the 
publication of the law prolonging the term 
of the Diet unless the full liberty of the elec- 
tions is insured. Many think that Prussia is 
face to face with a Ministerial crisis which 
may even lead to the retirement of Prince 
Bismark. 


The Emperor at Potsdam is well for one in 
his condition, and, although the day was 
threatening, he took a drive. Inthe hali at 
Friedrichskron several hymns were sung at 
12:30 o’clock today at his express desire by 
the famous choir of the Church of the 
Twelve Aposties from Berlin, which consists 
of about eighty voices. Tne whole imperial 
family feel more at home at Potsdam than at 
Charlottenburg, where the palace, notwith- 
standing its size, affords but small accommo- 
dation. The Emperor lived many years at 
Friedrichskron, a place full of recollections 
of Frederick the Great. It had always been 
called Neue Palais, but the present Emperor 
gave it the name Friedrichskron “ in mem- 
ory of his great ancestor. The gardens and 
new avenues in the forest were always under 
the supervision of the Empress, who pre- 
serves the residence. Professors Lyden and 
Krause go to Friedrichskron by rau every 
morning at 8 o’clock and return at 11. It is 
now confirmed that the Emperor intends, 
three or four weeks hence, to go to Homburg 
and purposes spending there the months of 
July and August. The Volks-Zeitung declares 
that all the r have now abandoned 
the theory t the Emperor’s malady is can- 
cer. 


The report from Berlin of the approach of 
a Ministerial crisis moves the London Stand- 
ard to a long editorial on the subject, in the 
course of which itremarks: “itis impossi- 
ble until we have further information to 
estimate the true significance of the Minis- 
terial crisis which has so unexpectedly arisen 
in Prussia. Loyal as Prince Bismarck 
is to the house of Hohenzollern, it 
is obvious that he does not find it 
easy to exchange an almost unlimited 
control over the politics of the Empire and 
Kingdom which he exercised in the last years 
of the late reign for the comparatively 
restricted influence and narrow prerogatives 
of a constitutional statesman; but it remains 
to be seen whether the partisans of Prince 
Bismarck are right in assuming that the at- 
tempt of the Emperor to institute a just and 
necessary reform is likely to be chosen by 
the Chancellor asa fitting occasion for assert- 
ing his own influence and authority.“ 


GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


German Newspapers Publishing Bismarck's 
Threats to Resign. 

BERLIN, June 3.—The Cologne Gazette says 
that the Council at a meeting Friday, Prince 
Bismarck presiding, resolved to resign if the 
Emperor should insist’ upon the publication 
of his letter to accompany the promuigation 
of the Quinquennial Parliament law.

CONDITION OF THE CROPS, 


Reports of Farming Operations During the 
Last Week. | 

SPRINGFIELD. III., Jube 3.—[Special.}—Reports 
to the State Board of Agriculture for the week 
ending yesterday show that the temperature in 
the northern and central divisions of the State has 
not been up toa seasonable average. North of 
a lihe running through Madison, Effingham, and 
Crawford Counties the rainfall has been up to a 


‘good average for the season, while below that 


line it has been less. 

The reports received indicate that an abun- 
dance of rain bas fallen during the week in the 
northern and central divisions, where the condi- 
tions have been favorable for the wth of 
grass and oats. There has been an absence of 
sunshine and lack of high temperature so much 
needed by corn. The prospects for spring wheat 
continue to improve, and the present condition 
gives encouragement for an average yield per 
acre. Except in the Counties of Union and Bu- 
laski the outlook for winter wheat is discou 
ing. In but few of the southern counties wi 
there be even three-fourths of a ave yield on 
the limited area that has not been plowed up, 
while in many of the leading winter-wheat coun- 
ties there will be from 10 to 3 per cent of an av. 
erage yield per acre. 

There is general complaint that corn is suffer- 
ing for want of warm, seasonable weather and 
that the late heavy rains will delay cultivation. 
The injury from cut-worms has been more gen- 
eral and serious than heretofore reported, and 
more replanting has been done this season than 
for several years past. The stand of corn is un- 
even and the plant lacks vigor.
